The 1970's schools should be especially concerned with attitudes and habits which go with successful 
job performance. This cannot be achieved in one course or one year; rather, this should be an integral part of 
the emphasis of each course. It is with this in mind that many of the sources listed may prove helpful, not only 
in securing occupational information, but also in assisting students to develop successful job performance 
attitudes and habits.
